The same is tru e of a small boy, 
who, in the spirit of play accompanies 
his father to the office, stor« * or shop. All 
the time the boy is becoming familiar 
with the bu siness or profession of his 
father and learning how’ to work in that 
particu lar line. 
It is natu ral for a child 
to play and while his time is so occu ­ 
pied he is preparing himself for his 
fu tu re life. 
A man shou ld get the habit of work. 
His life will not only be more su ccessfu l, 
bu t happier, when he has some specific 
pu rpose in view. 
Every man shou hl 
prepare himself for one line of work. 
The importance of this is realized by 
many kings and emperors of Eu ropean 
cou ntries, who apprentice their sons to 
tradesmen that they might learn some 
trade. 
The men who do not have any ­ 
thing to employ their minds are the 
kind that become tramps and wanderers. 
Failu re is often d e to the want of 
the habit of work. 
An illu stration was 
given by the speaker of a y ou ng man 
who had an u nu su ally brilliant mind 
and had all the advantages for a su c­ 
cessfu l career, bu t who, from present 
indications wou ld be a failu re in life 
becau se he « lid not work, lit* u su ally 
made the requ ire« ! grades in his college 
work, bu t as he had never acqu ire« ! the 
habit of work lie lost mu ch of the real 
benefit of his college edu cation. 
He 
related the story of the millio naire’s 
son, who lia« l never been requ ired to 
wmrk. 
The y ou ng man, however, se­ 
cu red a position on a vessel an« l start« *« ! 
u pon an ocean voy age. 
Before the ship 
reached its destination it was wrecked 
and the y ou ng millionaire fou nd him­ 
self adrift. 
He was finally picked u p by 
a stranger and taken ashore. 'I'lie y ou ng 
man told him that he was very wealthy 
and if he wou ld allow his to go he wou ld 
be made independently rich. The stran­ 
ger dou bted the story ami kept him 


for six y ears, du ring which time he was 
requ ired to perform very laboriou s du ­ 
ties. 
Finally , the y ou ng fellow su e- 
ceede« l in escaping ami retu rned lioim* 
to his parents, who sy mpathized with 
him becau se lit» had been requ ired to 
work so har« l. 
The son told his parents 
that his experience had been a great 
benefit to him and ha« l shown him the 
necessity of acqu iring the habit of work. 
Man\A illu strations were u sed by the 
speaker, ami his address was followed 
with the closest attention. 
Address of Su perintendent Linke. 
Prof. J. A. Linke, su perintendent «»f 
the pu blic schools, ma« le a strong ad- 
dr<*ss, emphasizing the importance of 
co-operation between the parents and 
teachers. 
He said that the best resu lts 
cou ld be obtained in this manner. 
Th« * 
whims au d notions of the pu pils shou ld 
not alway s be taken into consideration, 
bu t the work planne« ! for the best inter­ 
est of the pu pil. 
The speaker state« ! that a bov « lid not 
reach his majority u ntil )>«* was tw enty - 
««lit* y ears of age; lie was not permitte« ! 
to vote u ntil that time, becau se it was 
believe« ! that he was not at h«* age of 
responsibility u ntil he was twenty -one. 
This illu stration was u sed to show that 
the school work shou ld be arrange« ! by 
obler people, who had more experience 
and was better able to plan the work 
neede« l. 
The school shou hl staml for certain 
things besides a specified cou rse of stu - 
« lit» s. 
It shou ld be a means of character 
« levelopinent. 
The boy or girl 
who 
has completed his high school cou rse 
shou hl have a better standard of « le- 
po rtmeu t than ever before. They shou hl 
have a better meaning of honesty and 
feel in a deeper way th« * importance of 
right living. 
The school shou hl develop certain 
I traits in the character of tin« » pu pil, 


j F« >r instance, a stu dy of algebra shou ld 
make a stu dent more carefu l.

Linke 
congratu lated

**At that time.” tvbeu these blind 
hypocriti«-al Pharisees were specially 
diligent in rejecting Jesus as their 
Messiah, 
notwithstanding 
till 
His 
mighty 
works ami 
gracious 
wonty, 
binding upon people heavy burdens, 
grievous to be borne. Jesus taught the 
weary burdened ones that Iu llim they 
would find rest. 
“At that time” (xi. 
25; xii, 1), when these grace-douliters 
(as a missionary recently w riting from 
China called these seventh day peo­ 
ple) were making an idol of their Sab­ 
bath. while rejecting the Lord of the 
Sabbath who was in their midst, Je­ 
sus wrought these go«»d works of our 
lesson today to teach them that in 
their midst was oue greater than the 
temple, greater than Solomon, greater 
Ilian Jonah (verses0, 41, 42). When the 
kingdom comes the Lord alone shall 
be exalted, and all the loftiness and 
haughtiness of men shall be bowed 
down (Isa. 11. 11, 17). 
E arth’s mighty 
ones shall then have learned that “those 
who walk in pride lie is able to abase” 
(Dan. iv, 37). 
As Jesus and His disciples walked 
through the cornfields on a Sabbath 
day His disciples plucked ears «>f corn 
and did eat. rubbing them in their 
hands (Luke vi. 1». Then the Pharisees 
accuse Him and His disciples as law­ 
breakers, evil doers, transgressors. 
It 
seems horrible that men should accuse 
their Maker, but they did not know 
Him, because they were blinded by the 
god of this world, as are all today 
w ho talk against God and 11 is word, 
and there are many. 
They pretended 
to be very zealous for the law, so lie 
saitl: “ Have ye not read what David 
did?” “Have ye not read in the law?” 
(Verses 3, 5.) Dr. Scofield says “Jesus’ 
action is highly significant.”

Jesus here is not so

Note that the Lord Jesus had full 
confidence in the authority of Scrip­ 
ture, the law. the prophets and the 
Psalms (Luke xxiv, 27, 4D.

Scriptur«*s also, yet they fulfilled them 
in condemning Him. 
On one occasion

We do well to consider 
whether we receive the Scriptures as 
they are in truth the w*ord of God 
which effectually worketh in them 
that believe (I Thess. li. 3). 
If we are 
wholly subject to God and to Ills 


won! Jesus will not only be our Sav­ 
iour, but oujr Lord, whom we will de­ 
light to obey, not In order that He 
may have mercy upon us, but because 
He has had mercy on us and we have 
learned something of the meaning of 
verse 7. 
Even in the synagogue where the 
law, the prophets and the Psalms were 
read every Sabbath they sought to ac­ 
cuse Him who had giveu them these 
Scriptures and w ho had given to each 
of them life and breath and all things, 
yet He patiently bore with them and 
reasoned with them. 
He reminded 
them that they would not hesitate to 
save the life of a sheep, even on a 
Sabbath day, and asking, “How much 
then is a man better than a sheep?” 
He asserted. “ It is lawful to do well 
on the Sabbath days.” 
Commanding

Washington, April 29.—In an amend­ 
ment incorporated in the administra­ 
tion railroad bill by the house, tele­ 
graph and telephone companies are 
declared to be common carriers and as 
such subject to control by the federal 
government. 
The 
adoption 
of the 
amendment by a substantial majority 
was a shock to the leaders and marked 
the most radical change that has been 
made in the measure by either the 
house or the senate.. While the action 
is not final, it is indicative of feeling 
on the subject in the house, and the 
leaders fear that the amendment will 
carry when a record vote is taken on 
it upon the fiiuil passage of the bill. 
A lively debate marked the effort to 
throw the cloak of the interstate com­ 
merce law’ over the operations of tele­ 
graph and telephone companies. 
It 
w’as disclosed that many Republicans, 
among them Representative Mann of 
Illinois, chairman of tlie committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce, w’ho 
is in charge of the pending bill, believe 
in government regulation of the agen­ 
cies of wire transmission, but it was 
suggested that such a provision should 
not be incorporated in the railroad 
measure. 
'’The two services are to­ 
tally dissimilar,” said Chairman Mann, 
‘‘and they should be treated in sepa­ 
rate bills.” 
The amendment was offered by Rep­ 
resentative Bartlett of Georgia. 
It 
was supported in speeches by a num­ 
ber of Democrats and opposed by Re­ 
publicans on grounds of expediency, 
the latter agreeing with Chairman 
Mann that if the telegraph and tele­ 
phone companies were to be brought 
under federal control, a special law* 
should be passed for the purpose.
